It, therefore, becomes a public 


duty to tell what the unprecedentr 
ed bill.cpntains and what extraordi- 
nary power over the life of the citi- 
zen will be assumed by the federal 
government in the event the bill 
should .become'law;"••' 


In the first place, the bill empow- 


ers the commission of five who are 
to administer the proposed law to 
include, in its scope whatever classi- 
fications it .-may desire. As finally 
introduced in congress, the bill docs 
not say whether employers of less 
than 20'or less than 15 or less than 8 
will be covered by the measure, but 
leaves-this, to be determined in the 
future, presumably by congress, but 
with broad powers to the commis- 
sion to -make changes. 
-. > 


It is for this reason 
difficult to 


say how many workers will be af- 
fected by, the minimum wage provi- 
sions because so many industries al- j 
ready have what-is conceded to be j 
the minimum that probably will be j 


. adopted; namely around $15 a week, 
and many industries likewise have 
a work week of 40 hours or less. 


The measure, 
however, is not 


merely a means of controlling mini- 
mum wages and maximum hours. It 


" is broad, enough so that with- slight 


changes "-the whole subject of wage 
control can be covered. If put into 
law. the Corcoran bill—so named 
'after its author. Tommy Corcoran of 
the "brain trust"—will really put all 
employers and employes under such 
.rigid government regulation as to 
working conditions and 
possible 


compensation that wage scales as a 
whole".are;bound to.be affected as 
well as the cost of living for those 
who have to -purchase the products 
in which price increases will inevi- 
tably result from 'the government's 
system of wage control. 


The Corcoran bill would really 
: make labor unions superfluous. Af- 
ter reading its provisions*, one won- 
; dcrs-r-wKatr there, is* lef11 or a labor 
• union to do and just why any work- 
• cr should bother to pay dues when 
all the,functions of wage regula- 
tion will be supervised- by the fed- 
eral government through the jwagc 
control board. 


i 
Likewise, there will be little use 


for state .governments when .this 
bill is enacted. Their powers over 
local industry'and wage's'and hours 
. will continue insofar as they may 
seek to improve the minimum wage 
or decrease the maximum'. work 
week. But the federal 
power as- 


sumed is of such a broad nature 
that, if goods produced inside a state 
happen to compete with goods out- 
side of a state which have conform- 
ed to the federal standards, the 
wage and hour board can issue an 
order preventing .the producer from 
shipping" his goods into interstate 
commerce or from shipping it to his 
customers who may have planned to 
ship it into interstate commerce. 


'Discretionary Powers 


The discretionary powers vested 


in the federal wage and hour board 
are incredibly far-reaching. Take 
the following paragraph as-an ex- 
ample: 
• .' 


• "Having ^regard - to the, policy of 
the congress to extend the applica- 


bility of the provisions''. of vthl*>et 
with respect to an oppressive work 
week to all employment* within the 
scope of .this act at rapidly as pos 
sible. the board ihijl from time'to 
time by regulation or order dcclar 
such provisions applicable to em 
ploymcnts within .the scope .of thi 
act as rapidly as the board find 
that such provisions' can be made 
applicable to 
such employments 


without unreasonably curtailing the 
earning power of the employe in 
such employments." 
. 


Not content 
with this virtua 


grasp of the whole lawmaking func 
tion, the Corcoran bill goes on to 
vest discretion of even wider sort 
as follows: 


"Having due regard 
to* the mini 


mum-wage standard established, th< 
board shall by regulation or by or 
dcr vary such standard upward or 
downward as to all employes or as 
to any class or classes of employes 
to the extent that the board finds a 
variation necessary or appropriate 
to prevent the depression of gener- 
al wage levels below those consist 
cnt with the maintenance, of a mini 
mum wage standard of living neces- 
sary for health and efficiency, with- 
out unreasonably curtailing oppor- 
tunities for employment.". 


Could Issue Orders 


There's enough in these, para 


graphs of a contradictory character 
to make the provision seem un 
workable, because it is next to irri 
possible to determine! some of thi 
broad questions specified, but thi 
board nevertheless could issue its 
orders right and left 
and 
cu 


through the whole structure of busi- 
ness and industry as well as all ser 
vice businesses and professions be 
.cause the Corcoran bill provides: 


"Any 
person who willfuly per 


forms or aids or abets in the per 
formance of any act declared to be 
unlawful by any provision of this 
act shall be quilty of a misdemean- 
or and, upon conviction, shall be 
fined not more than $500 or im- 
prisoned for not more than six 
months, or both. Where the em- 
ployment of an employee in viola- 
tion of any provision of this act or 
of a labor standard order is unlaw- 
ful, each employee so employed in 
violation of such provision shali 
constitute a separate offense." 


So. it doesn't matter what cx- 


primcnting the federal wage and 
hour board may do, if any. of its 
multifarious orders or rules are vio- 
lated the employer may go to jail. 
He can 'go to jail, too. for failing 
to keep "records required, by this 
act or any regulation or "order 
thereunder" and it doesn't matter 
whether he has been paying the 
minimum wage or keeping 
the 


\vork week at the right maximum 
hour, the records of his business 
must at all times be conducted ac- 
cording to the way the ' federal 
wage and hour board - says they 
must be kept and he must make 
available at all times to govern- 
.mcnt agents all payrolls and data 
of every kind relating to employ- 
ment. 


May Define Position 


v Then. too. the federal wage and 
liour board is to "have power to 
"define and delimit employments in 
which persons are deemed to be 
employed in an executive, adminis- 
trative, supervisory, or profession- 
al capacity or as agricultural labor- 
ers.". 


If all this seems complex and ex- 


cessively governmental, the reader 
will find that the Corcoran bill 
omifs .nothing that anybody could 
possibly think of. to include. Thus 
it says: 


• "For the .purpose of . regulations 
and orders, the board may.classify 
persons and matters within its 


jurisdiction and perscribe differ 
ent 
requirements 
for 
different 


classes of persons or matters." 


Evidently.Tommy'Corcoran didn't 


miss a thing, < but the prize sent- 
ence in the bill reads as follows: 


"The singular includes the plural 


and -the plural includes the sin- 
gular."":' 


Since" President Roosevelt has en- 


dorsed the bill and demanded its 
passage at this session, every citizen 
who' hasn't an opoprtunity to read 
the bill for himself might of course, 
insist that his representative or 
senator at least take the trouble to 
read the document before voting on 
it, surely not an unreasonable re- 
guest with respect • to a measure 
which, like-fascist Italy and fascist 
Germany, -puts the power over 
wages and hours and working con- 
ditions, into the hands of the ex- 
ecutive who controls the commis- 
sion'of .five to be appointed to 
execute the bill if enacted into law.

But Steelmakers Can't 


Promfee Deliveries 


Closing of several steel plants by 


strikes in the Youngstown, Cleve- 
land and Chicago districts has 
thrown the market into confusion, 
production and deliveries 
being 


stopped to a sufficient degree to 
cause apprehension among consum- 
ers supplied from 
affected mills, 


says Steel. 


Should the interruption be of 


long duration steel users dependent 
on the idle plants for supplies will 
exert pressure on other suppliers 
in the effort to obtain materials. 
With deliveries still considerably 
delayed by their normal customer 
demands these steelmakers prob- 
ably are not in a position to give 
much help. 


Strikes closing some plants at 


Cleveland. Youngstown and Chi- 
cago brought a sharp recession of 
operations in these centers and car- 
ried the national operating rate 
down 16i points to 75 per cent 
Youngstown dropped 50 points to 30 
per cent, Chicago 10 to 75 per cent, 
Cleveland 17 points to 65 per cent. 
Other 
declines in rate included 


Pittsburgh, two points down, to 94 
per cent; Eastern Pennsylvania, off 
one point, to 72J: Detroit off five 
points, to 95, and New England off 
45 points to 55 per cent. Wheeling 
gained two points, to 96 per cent 
and Buffalo three points, to 91 per 
cent. No change was made at St. 
.Louis, 94, Cincinnati, 90, and Bir- 
mingham. 83. 


A moderate resumption of buying 


by wire and strip users is noted in 
eastern territory, which may be an 
advance sign of further covering 
for third quarter requirements. It 
tends to support the belief that con- 
sumer stocks are not large and that 
current shipments are going into 
production promptly. 


A close estimate indicates that 


buying during May was close to 75 
per cent of the April volume, which 
is sufficient to keep mills busy for 
some time when added to the ex- 
. tensive backlogs already on books. 
Some lessening of demand, due to 
impending model changes in auto- 
mobiles, 
is felt as 
partsmakers 


reach the end of their orders for 
1937 models. In spite of the gradual 
decline in buying the situation is 
said to be better than for the cor- 
responding situation since 1929. 


In sheets delivery shows little im- 


provement in spite of the best ef- 
forts of producers. Bookings in the 
Pittsburgh district recently have 
been about equal to capacity, pre- 
venting gain on backlogs. 
' Automobile production continues 
at a high rate, only slightly under 
the record established a few weeks 


• ago. Last week 134.940 units were 
made, compared with 134,500 the 


•i preceding week. General Motors 


raised its figure nearly 500, while 
Ford and Chrysler fell off some- 
what. The smaller carbuilders in- 
creased their output considerably. 


In scrap the situation is clouded 


by effects of suspensions due to 
strikes. Dealers in many cases were 
caught unawares with cars in tran- 
sit and are faced with the problem 
of diverting them. Indications are 
that the market has come close to 
the low of the current decline and 
is scraping bottom. Renewal of buy- 
ing may cause a further dip before 
the rise. At the moment so many 
uncertainties face the market that 
the situation is largely nominal. 
Last week, for the first time in sev- 
eral weeks, steelmaking grades held 
their own at Chicago and Pitts- 
burgh, an' indication that the de- 
cline is losing momentum. 


While no announcement has been 


made by pig iron producers of a 
price for third quarter delivery it is 
believed present prices will be re- 
affirmed for that delivery- Books 
are expected to be opened within- a 
few days. Export inquiry continues 
but in smaller tonnages, most being 
for foundry grades. 


Railroad buying has entered a 


quiet period after the heavy placing 
.of cars, locomotives and rails in 
earlier months. Steelmakers --have 
large tonnages on books for equip- 
ment now on order from car build- 
ers. Inquiries for freight cars are 
appearing and further buying is ex- 
pected within a few weeks. 


A decline of 29 cents is registered 
in the steel .and iron scrap compo- 
site,-bringing it-to $17.60. pralically 
the level of the last week in De- 
cember and the first week in Jan- 
uary. This was brought about large- 
ly by weakness in the East. The 
iron and steel composite lost eight 
cents to $39.89, through scrap re- 
ductions. The finished steel com- 
posite is unchanged at $61.70.

Three hundred years ago today a boy 


was born in France baptized Jacques 
Marquette. 


At a time Avhen few people passed be- 


yond the environs of their own immediate 
neighborhood because travel was a haz- 
ardous affair Marquette came to reside 
in this very community where we now 


;

j years he carved deathless fame, and this 


• although he "crossed the bar" into ever- 
; lasting rest at 38.

Had he done nothing more than con- 


; vince those about him that one may be 
J, kindly, cordial, well disposed, and sympa- 
? thetic to others' views and principles and 
« yet" not sacrifice a jot of his own pur- 


pose,/his life would have been more than 
passingly valuable, but impressing this 
very character upon a savage country 
where the natives had been grossly mis- 
treated on many occasions his example 
spread peace between the whites and In- 
dians and brought security to all for a 
lasting period. 


We may give thanks to the man who 


first invented writing for Father Mar- 
quelte's journal though we regret that the 
priest was so brief in his commentaries. 
Naturally hereabouts we are interested in 
his relations to the Fox River valley, the 
very limited knowledge then existing con- 
cerning what lay west of us, and the dif- 
ficulties that beset the pathway of the 
voyager around 1670. 


The voyage of Father Marquette to the 


Mississippi river carried in the party men 
intent upon finding the western borders 
of this great land and half convinced 
that the Pacific was not far beyond the 
Mississippi. 


Indicating the hardships and the na- 


ture of the adventures and the sort of 
equipment the Father Marquelte journal 
is interesting: 


"We were not long in preparing all 


our equipment, although 
we 
were 


about to begin, a voyage, the duration 
of which we could not perceive. In- 
dian corn, with some smoked meal, 
constituted all our provisions: with 
shesc we embarked—Monsieur Jollycl 
fJolieti and myself with five men in 
two bark canoes, fully resolved to do 
snd suffer everything for so glorious 
an undertaking." 
It was upon the 17th day of May. 1673 


that the above paragraph was written 
and the little party left St. Ignace at 
Mackinaw. The canoes were pointed for 
DePerc where already a mission was in 
existence. The friendly Indians around 
Mackinaw had looked with disfavor upon 
the journey, "had done their best to dis- 
suade :nc" because they said. "I should 
meet nations who never show mercy to 
.strangers but break their heads without 
any cause."

The high point of Marquctte's career 


was disclosed- by his last voyage. He had 
promised some Illinois Indians to visit 
them and set up a mission. Though his 
filial illness had its bony clutch upon him 
he set out with the determination of an 
honorable man who must keep his word, 
and particularly when that word is given 
to a simple people who trusted implicitly. 


At this time Marquette was apparently 


suffering from tuberculosis, what he de- 
scribes in his journal as "the bloody flux,'' 
and he was never to complete that jour- 
ney or accomplish the purpose of it. But 
he had the satisfaction of dying in the at- 
tempt. 
And it is evident from his own 


diary that it was a satisfaction that he 
accepted as the one excuse for the failure 
to observe the terms of his promise, the 
inability to carry on occasioned when the 
heart ceases beating forever. 


But the astonishment that may come 


upon us when we picture Marquette's day, 
his tasks and efforts, and compare them 
with our own conditions would never ap- 
proach the astonishment that would come 
to him could he become acquainted with 
the honors that have been heaped upon 
his name even so shortly after'the sod of a 
wild and uninhabited country was placed 
oxrer his clay.

tination, releasing him. and then finding 
him traveling back straight as the arrow, 
is something that no scientist has ever 
been able to explain other than by saying 
it is due to instinct. Instinct is a prompt- 
ing, an impulse. 
Perhaps we could find 


a dozen other words used to define it. But 
when you finish defining it you wouldn't 
come any closer to understanding how it 
was possible for that pigeon to fly from 
France to Indo-China, from the place at 
which it was released from captivity to 
the home it had known before it started 
on its travels.

but the door is just as tightly closed after 
they have voiced their conclusions and 
the secret is as impenetrable as ever.

Madison—(/l>—The administration 


bill for a complete revision of Wis 
consin's ancient welfare laws, abol 
ishing the board of control and cre- 
ating three new state departments 
is ready for introduction in the leg' 
islature. 


The bill has been drafted along 


lines suggested by Governor LaFol 
lelte's Citizens' Welfare committee 
which spent a year of intensive 
study on social welfare reform, and 
probably will be offered to the law- 
makers after they return from the 
holiday recess. As described by its 
sponsors, the measure approaches 
the welfare problem from a scien- 
'tific angle and produces a revolu- 
tionary change in the governmen- 
tal handling of depression victims 
A 
pensioners, mental misfits and crim- 
m 
inals. 


Three New Agencies 


The administrative changes reach 


down to the core of county govern- 
ment. 


These are the new stale agencies 


to be created: 


Department of social welfare: to 


administer all forms of public as- 
sistance, child welfare, social se- 
curity aids and to conduct research 
and maintain statistics. 
/ 


Department of mental hygiene 


to care for the insane, mental defec- 
tives and nervous diseases and car- 
ry on a program of 
prevention 


work. 


Department of corrections: tp ad- 


minister the prisons, handle paroles 
and probations and direct criminal 
apprehension. 


Each department would be su- 


pervised by a policy making board 
of three members appointed by the 
governor with the consent 
of the 


senate: each with separate divisions 
dedicated to specific aspects of the 


fc 
problems that concern the depart- 
ment. 


The" setup would render 
useless 


the present state board of control, 
the state pension department and 
the public welfare department. 


Another major change calls for 


the creation of a single welfare de- 
partment in each county of the 
state, unless two or more counties 
prefer to consolidate their welfare 
work in one department. 


Purpose of the county units is to 


centralize the now widely scattered 
administration of relief, pension. 
delinquents and others who demand 


v or require public aid or supervision. 


The bill provides that members 


of the supervising state boards shall 
serve for six year terms and shall 
be paid $20 per diem, but not'to 
exceed $600 a year.

fare act are outlined in its declara- 
tion of policy, which follows:

much more at the fact that East 
•fell for it" Moreover, they will be 
quite right to scoff at East, because 
it is true that he should not have 
been so gullible. First, he should 
have known from West's failure to 
open a low heart that West could 
not have held four and declarer one 
(West would in that case open 
fourth highest) Second, regardless 
of the heart situation, a play of the 
lowest heart on West's queen would 
demand a shift and certainly West 
would shift to club, not diamonds. 
, The fact remains, however, that 
this hand was submited by me to a 
number of experts. The majority of

Tuberculosis association was told to- 
day that in this, age "there is no ex- 
cuse for tuberculosis." 


"The community that tolerates tu- 


berculosis." 
said Mrs. Beulah W. 


Burhoe of New York, the associa- 
tion's rehabilitation secretary, "that 
allows it to spread, that refuses to 
provide all the facilities for combat- 
ing it, is a backward community." 


Speaking before the administra- 


tive section of the association's na- 
tional 
convention, Mrs. Burhoe 


urged wider application of individu- 
al social care, vocational guidance, 
education and community planning 
as effective aids to the medical pro- 
fession in treating "the whole man" 
and helping to modify 
the social 


conditions which "often render tu- 
berculosis 
well-nigh 
uncontrol- 


lable." 
'Fannie Eshleman of Philadelphia, 
said the main line of attacks against 
the disease is still in the households 
of tuberculosis patients. It is there, 
she added, that the public health 
nurse can be most valuable. 


Method of Control 


"Through periodic examination of 


the tuberculosis individual and his 
contacts over a period of years, the 
control of tuberculosis may be at 
last effected," Miss Eshleman said. 
"The public health nursing service, 
cooperating as it does at all points 
with the physician, is a necessary 
and recognized part of such a health 
program." 


Miss Asya Stadnichenko and Dr. 


Seymour J. Cohen of Chicago, told 
the convention delegates that inocu- 
lation of guinea pigs with material 
washed from the stomach of known 
or suspected tuberculosis cases in 
order to show the presence of tuber-!

seekers on the labor market is* not 
particularly welcome just now from 
an economic standpoint. However, 
it will have to be faced, since most 
of them are definitely in need of 
work and we know they will make 
every effort to get it."
